Ottawa, March 16.—Private mem- 
bers engaged the attention of the 
House of Commons this afternoon.

justice to all parties concerned,

London, Mareh 17.—C, F, Moberly, 
Bell and Allis have defeated Arthut 
Pearson's efforts to gain control of 
the London Times, and the proposed 
change in the paper is not to take 
piace, This victory was gained yee- 
terday in the court by an order sane- 
tioning the agreement under which 2 
company will be formed privately to 
take over the newspaper and the 
business connected with it, This de- 
cision ends the litigation which has 
been occupying the court tor severai 
weeks, The capital of the new coim- 
pany is three and three quarter mil- 
lion dollars, and the amount paid 
for the good will is $1,600,000, No 
shares will be offered to the public, 
there being only fiiteen per cent. of 
the sharholders in the concern who 
were Opposed to Mr, Bell’s faction, 
and his plans are that these will be 
bought out as soon as possible. The 
political policies and the editorial di- 
rectorzhip of the new paper will re- 
main practically the same as in the 
past. Mr. Bell will be managing di- 
rector of the new company and A, F, 
Walter, chiei owner of the Times, 
will be chairman of the board of di-

C.P.R. DO NOT LIKE 
THE BRIDGE PLANS 


If Government and Cities Are to Get 
What They Want They 
Must Pay For It. 


Word has been received from the 
C.P.R, authorities at Winnipeg that 
they do not approve of the plans of 
the traffic section of the high level 
bridge as agreed upon by the engin- 
eers of the provincial government 
and the city engineers of Edmonton 
and Strathcona, 

It was agreed by those engineers 
that the traffic section should be on 
bracket, to each side of the main 
railway ‘structure, and fourteen feet 
below the level of the C.P.R. rails. 
On one side the street car rails would 
run, while the other would be resery- 


ed for vehicular and pedestrian traf- | 


fie, It was also decided that the exit 
from the bridge on the Strathcona 
side should be on a gently inereasing 
grade coming to the hill almost on a 
level with the tracks, On the Ed- 
monton side it was proposed that the 
end of the bridge should be reached 
by a viaduct over the Hudson’s Bay 
grounds in the rear of the Parlia- 
ment buildings, thus having the view 


to the east from the buildings ob- 
structed as little as possible. 
C.P.R, Will Not Agree. 

The ©,P.R. will not approve of 

having the traffic section on either 


side, but instead insist on having it 
placed beneath. The engineer of the 
‘ompany at Winnipeg has forwarded 
plans to the city engineer, R, R 
Keely, setting out the company’s idea 
of the bridge. By the new plans the 
traffic section is forty feet below the 


sails. The width is twenty feet, and 
this would have te be used both for 
street cars and vehicles. No provi- 


sion is magle on the plans for pedes- 
frians, but a bracket could easily be 
laced on the side for this purpose, 

When the plans came to hand Mr, 
Keely at onee wrote stating that they 
would not be éatisfactory either to 
Edmonton, Strathcona or the govern- 
ment, and in reply received the fol- 
lowing letter:

The Bulletin celebrates today the 
most notable anniversary in its ex- 
istence—the complete destruction of 
its plans by fire on Mareh 17, 1907, 
So St. Patrick's day has a place of its 
own in the Builetin’s intimate eal- 
endar, 

In all the twenty-six years of its ex- 
istence up to that date the Bulletin 
had met with no such reverse, From 
a small, but beautifully printed week- 
ly of notespaper size, it had developed 
to the active daily paper of today, 
maintaining always its influence in 
the weet aw a strong factor in forming 
public opinion and a persistent veh- 
icle of information on all things west- 
ern. 

So when on Sunday morning, March 
17th, of last year word ran along the 
streets that the Bulletin was burned 
down—its plant utterly destroyed 
crowds hurried to the desolate place. 
The front of the building was a grimy 
spectacle with broken windows and 
icicles ond coils of hose from the fire- 
fighting apparatus. 

The annex in the rear was a charred 
ruin, the machines that a day before 
had throbbed to the pulse of the newe- 
gathering world, were battered piles 
of iron; their delicate mechanism de- 
stroyed—their usefulness gone,
